\FATAL ACCIDENT

There were several eye-witnesses 
to the accident, Walter Bogstie,'a 1a0 
about 12 ycars, being the neares: tc 
the scene, Many people in town 
heard the blasts of the engine, but 
supposed thcre were horses or cattle 
on the track. 

Unfortunat. ly the men on the hond 
cur did not ‘rear the wh'stling unti 
the engine was very close to them, 
when they jumped clear, but as the 
train had slowed down the handcar 
remained on the track, receiving little 
injury from the engine when it struck 

It secms from the accounts of the 
train crew Steve Pushkar went b ck 
to secure his coat from the handcar 
and the engine hit him. The engin- 
eer went back to aid the man and 
after giving him a drink of water had 
Walter Bogstie go for a doctor, while 
the men obtained a grain door and 
placed the injured man upon it. Dr. 
Farquharson was home waiting for 
his evening meal when he received 
the phone call and in his car so 
reached the scene, where after rend- 
ering all assistance possible accom- 
panied the man to the hospital, Hc 
found his ribs on the riglit side badly 
“pear cftort+ 
he died from the shock, and his in- 
juries at 7:80.

Thursday evening an inquest by 
Coroner Farquharson, w-s held with 
L. M. Webster, foreman, and jurors T. 
H. Beach, Thos. Henderson, D, Me-

“That Steve Pushkar died on the 
18th of August, at about 7:30 p.m. 
at the Gleichen Hospit.:l, as a re- 
sult of being struck by the C. P. R. 
train extra freight going east at a- 
bout six o’clock, p.m., on the C, P. R. 
track and that the deceased met hiy 
death through his own carelessness( 
having returned to the track upon 
which he knew there was in ap-

The fishing season opens again 
August 15 on Lesser Slave Lake and 
Lake La Biche in Alberta. There 
are approximately 100,000 pounds 
of white fish to be shipped during 
the season from Lake La Biche and 
over half a million pounfs from 
Lesser Slave Lake as well as a 
considerable quantity of jackfish 
and pickerel from both. 


Canada’s estimated wheat yield as 
indicated by crop conditions on June 
80 is 848,626,000 bushels. The 
yield estimated for the Prairie Pro- 
vinces according to the Bureau of 
Statistics report is 327,226,000 
bushels and for the rest of the Do- 
minion 21,400,060 bushels, Total es- 
timated yield for oats is 458,840,000 
bushels and for barley, 100,624,000 
bushels. For rye the total estimated 
yield is 11,762,000 bushels and for 
flaxseed 8,419,000 bushels. 


The Manitoba Government hagy 
commenced an agricultural survey 
of unoccupied lands in the province 
which when completed will provide 
the incoming settler with all avail- 
able information on such lands, A 
total of 2,474 homesteads have been 
taken up in Western Canada this 
year. All post-war immigration 
records were broken recently when 
1,681 immigrants passed through 
Winnipeg recently in 48 hours. 


The Earl of Clarendon, British 
Under-Secretary for Dominion af- 
fairs, and T. Macnaughton, chair- 
man of the overseas committee, are 
making a tour of Canada to investi- 
gate conditions under which the 
8,000-family scheme is being handled 
in this country. They are issuing 
glowing reports of what they have 
seen, The full three thousand fam- 
ilies will have been brought over 
here by the end of next year. 

A civie vacation party arranged 
by the Kiwanis Club of Shenandoah, 
Towa, recently passed through To- 
Tonto and Montreal en route to Lon- 
don, England There were 600 who 
availed themselves of the trip and 
mot of these had iuoy.tlavelled 
outside the United States before in 
their lives.
